In  celebration  of  the  50th 
anniversary  of  the  independence 
of  the  State  of  Israel,  the  Jewish 
community  will  be  holding  a 
series  of  special  events  and  func- 
tions this  year.  To  mark  this  his- 
toric occasion,  the  local  Jewish 
organizations  have  struck  a joint 
committee  to  coordinate  all  our 
community’s  activities.  The 
organizations  agreed  that 
Ottawa  should  celebrate  the 
Jubilee  anniversary  as  one  unit- 
ed Jewish  community  proud  of 
its  connection  to  Israel  and  its 
people. 

The  first,  community  event  in 
celebration  of  the  50th  is  a con- 
cert organized  by  the  CICF  fea- 
turing the  Jerusalem  Trio,  which 
has  played  chamber  music  con- 
certs with  Isaac  Stem,  Pinchas 


Zukerman  and  Shlomo  Mintz. 

Roy  Shiloah,  violinist,  has 
been  a soloist  with  the  Israel 
Philharmonic  Orchestra  under 
Zubin  Mehta  in  Israel,  Germany 
and  Canada.  He  has  played  with 
many  other  orchestras  including 
the  London  Symphony  Orches- 
tra. 

Cellist  Ariel  Tushinsky  has 
appeared  in  chamber  music  con- 
certs with  Isaac  Stem  and  Yefim 
Bronfman  as  well  as  performing 
as  a soloist  with  the  Israel  Phil- 
harmonic Orchestra.  He  appears 
in  chamber  music  concerts 
throughout  America,  Europe  and 
Israel. 

Yaron  Rosenthal,  pianist,  has 
been  a soloist  with  the  Jerusalem 
Symphony  Orchestra  under 
David  Shalon,  the  Vancouver 
Chamber  Orchestra,  the  Turin 


Symphonic  Orchestra  of  Italy 
and  the  Ordea  Symphony 
Orchestra  in  Romania.  A first- 
prize  winner  of  the  Young  Artist 
Competitions  at  the  Tanglewood 
and  Banff  Festivals,  he  has  given 
recitals  and  chamber  music  con- 
certs throughout  North  America 
and  Europe.

Rafi  Aaron  explores  Ottawa  roots  in  unique  photo/poetry  exhibit

Arts  Alive  ‘97  is  proud  to  be  the  Ottawa 
venue  for  a unique  travelling  exhibit  on 
the  modem  Jewish  experience.  Entitled  A 
Seed  in  the  Pocket  of  their  Blood,  this 
exhibit  strikingly  combines  photography 
and  poetry  as  it  explores  such  themes  as 
Jewish  life  in  Europe,  immigration  to 
North  America,  the  Holocaust  and  love 
and  war  in  the  land  of  Israel.  The  exhibit 
has  also  been  published  as  a coffee  table 
book  which  will  be  available  for  sale  at 
Arts  Alive.  The  Jewish  Community  Cen- 
tre’s annual  book  fair  and  cultural  festival 
will  take  place  on  the  weekend  of  Novem- 
ber 29-30  at  the  JCC. 

Rafi  Aaron  is  the  initiator,  curator  and 
poet  of  A Seed  in  the  Pocket  of  their  Blood. 
His  evocative  poems  have  been  illustrated 
by  the  works  of  a variety  of  international- 
ly-known photographers.  They  include: 
David  Rubinger  of  Time  Magazine; 
acclaimed  Canadian  photographer  Serge 
Clement  of  Montreal;  Jim  Hollander,  the 


chief  photographer  for  Reut- 
ers in  Israel;  and  noted 
Toronto  portrait  photogra- 
pher, Ruth  Kaplan. 

Together,  the  written 
work  and  the  images  take  on 
added  dimensions  neither 
could  have  achieved  alone 
and  the  results  are  captivat- 
ing and,  at  times,  haunting. 

Ottawa-born  Rafi  Aaron 
(he  is  the  son  of  Ruth  and 
Irving  Aaron)  has  developed 
into  one  of  Canada’s  most 
promising  young  poets.  His 
poems  have  appeared  in  English  and 
Hebrew  translation  and  in  such  antholo- 
gies as  Vintage  96  and  More  Garden  Vari- 
eties Two.  In  1996,  his  poem,  “This  Is  the 
Child.”  was  selected  for  third  prize  from 
over  4,  500  entries  in  the  League  of  Cana- 
dian Poets  annual  competition.  This  year 
he  was  a runner-up  in  the  Stephen  Lea- 
cock Poetry  Awards  and  received  honor- 


able mention  in  the  1997 
Canadian  Poetry  Chapbook 
Competition. 

“Although  the  exhibit  will 
travel  to  Europe  and  Israel, 
for  me  Ottawa  is  its  most 
important  stop,"  comments 
Aaron.  “The  first  section  of 
the  exhibit  deals  with  Fami- 
ly History  and  how  we  came 
to  North  America.  Many  of 
these  poems  have  Ottawa 
references.  A number  of  the 
poems  are  about  my  grand- 
laron  father  Benjamin  Feinstein 

who  is  just  turning  99.  Others  deal  with 
the  old  Market  area  where  the  Jewish 
community  first  settled  and  with  my 
father’s  experiences  growing  up." 

Aaron  expressed  his  gratitude  to  the 
Ottawa  Jewish  Historical  Society  which 
was  very  helpful  to  him  in  his  research. 

A Seed  in  the  Pocket  of  their  Blood  will 
tour  for  three  years,  including  stops  in 


Washington,  Paris  and  Tel  Aviv. 

The  exhibit  will  be  on  display  at  the 
Jewish  Community  Centre  from  Novem- 
ber 23  to  30.  Aaron  will  present  a reading 
of  the  poems  in  the  exhibit  at  Arts  Alive, 
Sunday,  November  30  at  11:00  am. 

Arts  Alive  will  also  feature  an  enor- 
mous Jewish  book  fair  and  a varied  pro- 
gram of  speakers,  authors  and  entertain- 
ers for  all  ages.  It  will  open  on  Saturday 
night,  November  29,  with  a ‘60s  style  cof- 
fee house  featuring  The  Courriers,  one  of 
Canada’s  top  folk  groups  of  the  era 
(returning  to  the  venue  in  which  the  trio 
made  its  debut).  Teens  will  have  their  own 
‘90s  style  coffee  house  featuring  local  Jew- 
ish bands  at  The  Dancing  Mermaid,  Minto 
Place. 

On  Sunday,  there  will  be  a full  program 
of  activities.  At  10:00  am,  Globe  & Mail 
journalist  Isabel  Vincent,  author  of  the 
just-released  book,  Hitler's  Silent  Part- 
ners, will  discuss  her  research  on  the

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UJA  ‘98  team  sees  opportunities  for  growth

As  mentioned  in  the  last  issue  of  the  Bulletin,  over  the 
next  few  months  Vaad  President  Barbara  Farber  has 
arranged  to  share  her  column  with  the  chairs  or  presi- 
dents of  the  community’s  major  beneficiary  agencies  or 
committees  so  that  they  can  provide  some  insight  about 
their  operations. 

The  1998  UJA  Ottawa  campaign  is  of  tremendous 
importance  to  the  Jewish  community.  With  the  Capital 
Campaign  and  the  development  of  the  new  campus,  our 
community  has  demonstrated  its  ability  to  rise  to  a chal- 
lenge. I am  confident  that  our  community  will  also  be 
successful  in  meeting  the  challenge  of  funding  our  ongo- 
ing commitments  to  local  causes  and  to  Jewish  people 
around  the  world! 

In  the  late  ‘80s,  the  community  leadership  believed 
that  we  had  the  potential  of  raising  $4  million  in  our 
annual  UJA  campaign.  Then  came  the  “dirty  ‘90s”  reces- 
sion, mtyor  business  restructuring  and  huge  cuts  in  the 
Public  Service.  As  a result,  in  1996,  the  UJA  Ottawa  cam- 
paign raised  $3  million  in  pledges,  an  increase  of  10% 
over  the  previous  year’s  total. 


Because  of  this  lean  period,  all  of  the  beneficiary  agen- 
cies of  UJA  Ottawa  received  a 10%  cut  in  their  allocations 
over  the  past  three  years.  The  future  of  our  agencies 
would  be  at  risk  if  funding  were  reduced  even  more. 
Tbday,  we  raise  only  enough  dollars  to  meet  our  existing 
commitments  to  our  local  and  national  agencies  and  to 
Israel  - a substantially  reduced  amount  from  previous 
years. 

At  this  level  of  fundiitg  we  cannot  expand  our  activi- 
ties to  address  many  pressing  local  needs.  For  example: 

• There  are  people  in  our  community  who  are  hungry. 
UJA  Ottawa  should  be  contributing  funds  to  the  JFS  Tik- 
vah  Poverty  Relief  Fund  which  offers  help  to  those  mem- 
bers of  our  community  who  need  it  most. 

• We  are  unable  to  reach  many  Jewish  university  stu- 
dents on  their  campuses.  JSU-Hiliel  needs  additional 
money  in  order  to  offer  more  programming  and  outreach 
to  embrace  all  Jewish  students  in  Ottawa. 

• Jewish  day  school  education  is  becoming  too  expen- 
sive for  many  members  of  our  community.  Many  parents 
can  no  longer  even  afford  the  cost  of  afternoon  schools. 
With  an  increased  UJA  Ottawa  campaign  we  could  sub- 
sidize more  students  and  ensure  that  they  have  access  to 
learning  about  our  religion,  history  and  culture. 

• Every  day  our  UJA  funds  help  rescue  people  around 
the  world  from  danger,  hunger  and  distress.  Many  of  them 
are  resettled  in  the  safety  of  Israel.  These  humanitarian 
efforts  must  be  maintained.  But  they  can  do  so  only  if  we 
continue  in  our  communal  fundraising  endeavors. 

And  even  though  our  community  has  suffered  in  the 


Sound  the  shofar  for  Israel 

This  past  Rosh  Hashanah,  the  shofar  sounded  not 
only  to  usher  in  the  new  Jewish  year  5758,  but  to  awake 
us  to  the  jubilee  celebration  of  the  thrid  Jewish  Com- 
monwealth. 

This  year,  5758,  we  will  celebrate  the  50th  anniver- 
sary of  the  State  of  Israel.  As  our  community  is  in  the 
midst  of  our  annual  UJA  campaign,  it  is  worth  consid- 
ering our  relationship  to  the  State  of  Israel. 

Rabbi  Abraham  Joshua  Heschel  once  said:  “More 
than  the  Jew  has  kept  Shabbat,  Shabbat  has  kept  the 
Jew.” 

If  I might  paraphrase  this  giant  of  philosophy  - as 
much  as  we  need  Israel,  Israel  needs  us. 

In  1976,  in  response  to  the  UN  declaration  that 
Zionism  was  racism,  I wore  the  button  which  cried  out, 

“I  am  a Zionist”.  That  was  just  a few  months  after  I 
signed  a public  document  calling  for  Israel  to  unilater- 
ally withdraw  from  all  occupied  territory.  Israel  needs 
those  of  us  who  love  her  to  vigilantly  promote  her  secu- 
rity. Regardless  of  our  personal  comfort  level  with  the 
Israeli  people’s  choice  of  government,  Israel  needs  us  to 
righteously  promote  her  cause  for  external  security. 

Those  who  travel  to  Israel  as  a youth  or  as  a wise 
survivor  of  youth,  who  buy  Israel  Bonds  or  who  plant 
trees,  who  help  build  a new  lab  at  Hebrew  University 
or  a new  rape  crisis  centre  in  Afula,  who  study  at  the 
Technion  or  learn  at  Hebrew  Union  College,  who  join

ARZA-Canada  or  Hadassah,  who  walk,  bike,  skate,  jog 
for  UJA  or  who  make  the  calls  for  this  year’s  pledge 
provide  Israel  with  a security  blanket  that  is  vital  to 
its  survival.  We  must  intensify  our  efforts  in  these 
financial  arenas  for,  despite  statistics  which  minimize 
the  importance  of  our  money,  each  penny  spent  is  an 
outward  symbol  of  our  commitment  to  Israel’s  security. 

Recent  events  in  the  Middle  East  serve  as  a serious 
challenge  to  our  love  for  Israel.  Yet,  regardless  of  our 
perceptions  of  the  actions  taken  by  the  government  of 
Israel,  the  State  of  Israel  needs  us  to  stand  tall  and,  as 
lovers  of  Zion,  demand  of  our  friends,  our  neighbors 
and  our  government  that  her  right  to  exist  is  not  debat- 
able. 

Our  prayer  for  this  year,  5758,  is  the  same  as  every 
year:  “May  God’s  tabernacle  of  peace  rest  over  the  Jew- 
ish people  in  this  land  of  freedom  and  in  the  land  of  our 
ancestors.”

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Major  contribution 
deserves  proper  recognition 

Dear  Editor, 

There  is  an  omission  in  the  article  in  the 
September  8 issue  of  the  Ottawa  Jewish 
Bulletin  of  the  founding  of  Hillel  Academy 
- an  omission  that  affects  the  historical 
accuracy  of  the  account  of  the  events.  I real- 
ize that  the  article  was  written  from  a par- 
ticular perspective,  i.e.  the  contribution 
made  by  the  founding  parents,  and  I 
acknowledge  that  mention  was  certainly 
made  of  my  father,  Rabbi  Boruch  Kravetz, 
z”l;  however,  I feel  that  the  central  and  crit- 
ical role  he  played  has  been  underempha- 
sized. 

It  was  my  father’s  dream,  from  the  time 
he  came  to  Ottawa  to  work  at  the  Ottawa 
Talmud  Torah  Board  (OTTB),  to  found  a 
day  school  on  the  model  of  the  Talmud 
Torah  in  Montreal  (the  school  where  he  was 
initially  hired  when  he  first  came  to  Cana- 
da from  Europe  in  1938).  He  worked  fierce- 
ly and  passionately  for  the  establishment  of 
this  school  - and  against  extreme  opposi- 
tion by  some  of  the  most  powerful  families 
in  Ottawa.  At  the  time  it  was  argued  that 
such  a school  would  " segregate ” Jewish 
children  and  prevent  their  appropriate 
assimilation  into  the  mainstream  commu- 
nity. (Incidentally,  it  is  a tribute  both  to  my 
father  and  these  families  that  their  friend- 
ship remained  strong  despite  this  dispute.) 


So  antagonistic  were  the  forces  arrayed 
against  my  father  that,  when  the  decision 
was  finally  made  to  attempt  to  establish 
such  a school,  the  “ deal ° that  was  struck  (a 
deal  that  is  recorded  in  the  minutes  of  the 
OTTB)  was  that  my  father  would  receive 
no  additional  salary  for  running  the  day 
school  (which  he  took  on  in  addition  to  his 
duties  as  principal  of  the  two  afternoon 
schools).  His  reward  was  simply  to  be  his 
satisfaction  in  running  such  a school.  And 
for  him,  that  reward  was  indeed  enough. 

He  established  and  oversaw  the  growth 
of  a school  that  embodied  sound  education- 
al principles  (his  personal  library  was 
filled  with  books  on  educational  philoso- 
phy), a commitment  to  Jewish  values  and  a 
profound  dedication  to  Israel.  He  poured 
his  life’s  blood  into  the  school  - quite  liter- 
ally. He  suffered  a massive  and  fatal  heart 
attack  on  Labour  Day  weekend,  at  the  age 
of  49,  just  after  resolving  a crisis  in  the 
school. 

My  father  undertook  the  work  associat- 
ed with  founding  and  running  Hillel  Acad- 
emy willingly  and  gladly.  His  satisfaction 
came  from  the  commitment  to  Jewish  val- 
ues that  so  many  of  its  pupils  evinced.  (The 
letters  and  comments  I continue  to  receive 
from  former  students  attest  to  this.)  He 
never  asked  for  public  celebration.  On  the 
other  hand,  his  major  contribution 
deserves  proper  recognition.

Lecture  on  Sigmund  Freud  at  Aaudath  Israel 

Piety  and  psychoanalysis

Recently,  three  students  from  Yitzhak 
Rabin  High  School  undertook  the  digiti- 
zation of  the  exhibition  catalogue  of  the 
Jacob  M.  Lowy  Collection  of  rare 
Hebraica  and  Judaica  preserved  at  the 
National  Library  of  Canada. 

Under  the  direction  of  Curator  Cheryl 
JafYee,  Bram  Bregman,  Moshe  Minywab 
and  Jonah  Rabinovitch  converted  the 
beautiful  1981  exhibition  catalogue  to 
electronic  format.  The  students  complet- 
ed the  work  with  funding  from  Industry 
Canada’s  SchoolNet  Digital  Collections 
Program.  The  project  makes  the  informa- 
tion and  illustrations  of  the  printed  cata- 
logue accessible  on  the  World  Wide  Web. 
(http://www.nlc-bnc.ca/incunab). 


The  catalogue  is  a cross  section  of  the 
unique  Jacob  M.  Lowy  Collection,  which 
was  one  of  the  three  foremost  private  col- 
lections of  rare  Hebraica  and  Judaica  in 
the  Western  Hemisphere  at  the  time  of 
its  donation  by  Lowy  to  the  National 
Library  in  1977.  Historians,  researchers, 
artists,  and  art  students  working  on  the 
history  of  printing  and  illustration,  as 
well  as  bibliographers  of  Hebraica  and 
Judaica,  will  now  have  immediate  access 
to  the  valuable  information  in  the  cata- 
logue. 

A presentation  of  the  electronic  cata- 
logue will  take  place  on  Sunday  Novem- 
ber 23,  beginning  at  2:00  pm,  as  part  of 
the  celebration  of  the  20th  anniversary  of 
Jacob  M.  Lowy’s  gift  to  the  National 
Library  of  Canada.

The  Jewish  people,  having  recently 
assembled  at  prayer  during  the  High  Holy 
Days,  are  compelled  to  examine  their  rela- 
tionships both  to  their  communities  and  to 
their  internal  selves  in  the  context  of  their 
connection  to  Hashem. 

This  double  weave  of  our  spiritual  thread 
is  emphasized  at  the  time  of  Rosh  Hashanah 
and  Yom  Kippur  yet  is  pervasive  in  our  lives 
throughout  the  year.  It  is  the  fabric  of  our 
identity  representing  both  our  spiritual  and 
cultural  lives.  It  brings  us  comfort  in  the 
knowledge  that  we  are  not  alone  in  our 
repentance;  yet  it  has  caused  us  conflict 
when,  for  example,  different  spiritual  ele- 
ments of  our  communities  disagree  or  when 
the  spiritual  comes  into  conflict  with  the  sec- 
ular or  cultural.  One  way  to  attempt  to 
resolve  this  is  to  turn  to  models  other  than 
those  which  are  immediately  familiar  espe- 
cially when  these  models  are  joined  in  the 
same  person. 

An  example  of  this  is  the  work  of  Toronto 
psychoanalyst  and  psychiatrist,  Dr.  Janice 
Halpern,  who,  in  the  context  of  her  back- 
ground in  Judaism,  has  taken  an  interest  in 
the  life  and  work  of  Sigmund  Freud,  the 
founder  of  psychoanalysis.  Halpern  will  be 
coming  to  the  Aguduth  Israel  Synagogue, 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Committee  for 
Adult  Education  on  Sunday,  November  2,  at 
7:30  pm  to  present  her  work  on  Freud  from 
a Jewish  spiritual  perspective.  The  purpose 
of  her  work  and  of  this  presentation  is  to 


understand  the  conflicts  of  Freud  in  terms  of 
his  own  Jewishness  and  those  same  issues 
when  they  may  apply  to  ourselves. 

Halpern’s  paper  is  a piece  of  psychohisto- 
ry in  which  she  presents  and  analyzes  the 
life  of  Freud  in  the  context  of  the  times,  i.e. 
the  period  of  the  Haskalah,  the  Jewish 
enlightenment.  She  develops  the  thesis  that 
Freud’s  disenchantment  with  spiritual 
Judaism,  in  contrast  to  his  strong  identifica- 
tion with  cultural  Judaism,  is  based  on  his 
own  internal  despair  with  his  father  whom 
he  regarded  as  weak  and  passive  in  the  face 
of  the  sometimes  hostile  non- Jewish  world. 

In  support  of  her  thesis,  Halpern  cites 
several  examples.  She  explains  the  mar- 
riage of  Freud  to  a woman  of  deep  religious 
background  in  terms  of  his  early  conflicts 
with  his  religious  father  and  refers  to  his 
significant  essays  on  religion  and  guilt  as  in 
Totem  and  Taboo,  The  Future  of  an  Illusion 
and  the  Moses  of  Michaelangelo  to  develop 
her  themes.  Halpern  completes  her  paper 
with  an  in-depth  analysis  of  the  important 
essay  of  Freud,  Moses  and  Monotheism, 
written  shortly  before  his  death.  Here  she 
highlights  Freud’s  bizarre  position  about  the 
character  of  Moses  in  relation  to  the 
Israelite  People,  bearing  in  mind  the  begin- 
ning of  the  time  of  the  Holocaust  when  he 
wrote  this  essay. 

Halpern’s  paper  has  won  a prestigious 
award  from  the  Canadian  Psychoanalytic 
Society  and  will  be  published  in  the  Journal 
of  the  American  Psychoanalytic  Association.

The  silent  crisis 


We  are  in  the  midst  of  the  UJA  cam- 
paign season  and  it  is  clear  that  the  com- 
munity has  recognized  the  concerns  and 
initiatives  that  Jewish  Family  Services 
has  promoted  regarding  Jewish  poverty 
and  other  needs  in  our  community.  We 
recognize,  as  an  agency,  that  through  the 
years,  the  proceeds  of  the  campaign  have 
been  shrinking  and  that  the  Vaad  is  com- 
mitted to  its  current  allocations  to  agen- 
cies and  programs  that  play  a vital  role 
in  the  Ottawa  Jewish  community. 

It  is  urgent  for  you  to  add  the  social 
service  needs  of  our  community  members 
to  your  deliberations  as  you  consider 
your  UJA  donation.  Clearly,  the  way  to 
meet  those  needs  is  not  easily  accom- 
plished through  the  redistribution  of 
existing  campaign  totals.  Across  the 
board,  agencies  have  been  underfunded 
and  have  suffered  an  additional  10% 
reduction  of  support  before  inflation.  It  is 
necessary  that  we  look  to  you,  the  donor, 
to  increase  your  support  so  that  those  in 
our  community  who  are  in  tremendous 
need  will  be  assisted. 

The  needs  are  great.  This  past  year, 
over  200  calls  have  been  received  from. 
Jewish  members  of  our  community  seek- 
ing employment  placement  or  coun- 
selling. This  is  a service  that  JFS  cannot 
adequately  meet.  Requests  for  financial 
assistance  have  been  met  through  a 
small  fund  JFS  has  started,  called  the 
Tikvah  Fund.  It  is  but  a drop  in  the 
bucket.

Mentoring  Jewish

Most  of  us  have,  at  one  time  or  other, 
had  a mentor.  This  mentor,  whether  a 
friend,  colleague  or  boss,  provided  us 
with  advice  and  support  in  our  personal 
or  work  lives.  My  first  mentor  was  “Mrs. 
Clara”,  a kind  neighbor,  who  increased 
my  English  vocabulary  greatly  when  I 
was  four  years  old  and  had  just  arrived 
in  Canada.  She  always  responded 
patiently  when  I came  running,  while  in 
the  midst  of  playing  with  other  children, 
to  ask  her  in  Yiddish  what  the  English 
word  was  for  whatever  I needed  to 
describe. 

Many  Jewish  immigrant  families 
arriving  in  Ottawa  have  a real  need  for 
mentors.  Valerie  Terkel  of  Jewish  Fami- 
ly Services  says  that  JFS  welcomes  and 
settles  some  eight  to  ten  families  a 
month.  JFS  can  help  these  families  with 
their  basic  needs  and  works  hard  to  see 
that  they  become  “job-ready”.  In  addi- 
tion, these  families  require  one-to-one 
contacts  with  members  of  the  Ottawa 
Jewish  community  so  that  they  can  be 
successfully  integrated  into  and  feel 
part  of  the  community. 

Mentoring  an  immigrant  family  does 
not  require  a large  time  investment.  It 
could  simply  mean  inviting  a family  for 


provided  tremendous  help  for  those  who 
are  in  dire  straits,  having  served  75  fam- 
ilies so  far.  In  this  day  and  age,  for  peo- 
ple to  resort  to  food  banks  is  unthinkable 
but,  sadly,  a necessity. 

Our  new  immigrants  are  being  assist- 
ed by  a skeletal  staff.  We  need  more 
resources  to  help  integrate  these  Jews 
into  our  community,  find  them  jobs,  and 
acclimatize  them  to  Canadian  society. 
Without  your  help  and  without  an 
increase  in  funds  from  the  UJA  cam- 
paign, this  goal  cannot  be  accomplished. 

We  want  to  expand  services  to 
seniors.  The  government  has  been  cut- 
ting back,  with  direct  implications  for 
seniors  and  the  most  vulnerable  in  our 
community.  We  need  to  help  these  peo- 
ple. When  you  make  your  campaign  con- 
tribution, please  consider  them. 

Remember,  after  the  campaign  hype, 
what  is  given  today  is  not  enough  to 
meet  basic  survival  needs.  There  are 
many  people  in  our  community  who  are 
suffering  because  of  the  inadequacy  of 
donations  to  the  UJA  campaign. 

Remember,  D-day  is  here.  The  elderly 
and  the  poor  are  here  in  Ottawa,  not  in 
some  foreign  country.  Remember  that 
your  last  year’s  donation  wasn’t  enough.

If  not  now,  the  New  Year  will  not 
bring  any  help  for  those  who  need  to 
dream,  who  need  to  have  hope.

tea,  providing  advice  on  where  to  obtain 
a particular  service,  or  helping  someone 
practise  their  English.  Mentoring  is  an 
enriching  experience  for  both  parties 
involved. 

Valerie  points  out  that  the  immigrant 
families  who  are  arriving  in  Ottawa 
have  a wide  variety  of  backgrounds  and 
interests. 

Just  to  illustrate,  she  describes  three 
such  families:  One  is  a mother  in  her 
mid-forties  and  a twenty-year-old 
daughter  who  is  at  university.  Both  are 
in  the  high-tech  field.  Another  from  Rus- 
sia consists  of  a husband,  who  is  a cabi- 
net maker  and  renovator,  his  wife,  who 
is  taking  English  and  computer  courses, 
and  twin  girls  who  are  four  years  old. 
The  third  comprises  a single  mother 
who  has  an  eight  year  old  daughter  and 
is  currently  taking  English  courses. 

There  are  lots  of  other  families  who 
could  use  some  personal  contacts  with 
people  in  the  Jewish  community  to 
make  them  feel  more  at  home.

Light  penetrates  the  forest  of  poplar  trees,  casting 
shadows  on  the  blond  landscape  of  a misty  morning  by 
the  edge  of  the  river  Epte.  The  two  figures  relaxing  by  the 
water  anchor  the  composition  of  Claude  Monet’s  Jean- 
Pie  rre  Hoschede  et  Michel  Monet  au  bord.  de  I’Epte.  Our 
twentieth  century  eyes  have  no  trouble  appreciating  this 
masterpiece  of  light  and  color. 

Why  then  did  works  by  Monet  and  the  Impressionists 
create  such  a hostile  reaction  100  years  ago?  The  nine- 
teenth century  eye  was  educated  to  expect  sharply 
defined  clarity,  a high  degree  of  finish  and  above  all,  the 
illusion  of  realism.  The  advent  of  photography  in  the 
early  nineteenth  century  reinforced  this  expectation  of 
reproduction.  The  viewer  was  pacified  but  the  artist 
became  increasingly  dissatisfied  with  the  art  of  imita- 
tion. Thus  the  search  began  for  an  interpretation  of 
nature’s  intrinsic  qualities  through  the  imagination  of 
the  artist. 

All  aspects  of  painting  were  questioned:  subject  mat- 


ter did  not  have  to  be  the  lofty  history,  or  religious  or 
mythological  themes  to  be  worthy  of  attention;  old  studio 
techniques  were  rejected  when  artists  brought  their 
easels  and  paints  out-of-doors  to  capture  the  fleeting 
effects  of  changing  light  and  atmosphere;  palettes 
became  brilliant  and  varied  as  this  new  group  of  artists 
responded  to  scenes  of  every  day  leisure  activities. 

Monet  left  Paris  with  two  sons  from  his  first  marriage 
and  Alice  Hoschede  and  her  six  children.  They  moved  to 
Givemy,  a small  village  where  a branch  of  the  Seine 
meets  the  river  Epte.  It  is  here  that  the  artist  dedicated 
himself  to  the  expansion  of  his  immortal  water  lily  gar- 
den, which  provided  his  principal  inspiration  during  the 
last  30.  years  of  his  life. 

However,  figures  still  appear  in  some  of  his  works  in 
the  ‘80s  as  we  see  in  Jean-Pierre  Hoschede  et  Michel 
Monet  au  bord  de  I’Epte  that  depicts  the  youngest  sons  of 
his  blended  family. 

You  will  notice  that  there  is  no  attempt  to  capture  a 
photographic  likeness  or  the  inner  character  of  the  two 
boys,  but  rather  the  figures  are  part  of  the  rythmic  pat- 
tern set  up  across  the  canvas  by  the  slender  tree  trunks. 

Jean-Pierre  Hoschede  et  Michel  Monet  au  bord  de 
I’Epte  is  one  of  many  works  bequested  to  the  National 
Gallery  of  Canada  by  the  late  Saidye  Bronfman.  You  can 
view  this  generous  gift  in  Gallery  C213.  It  was  purchased 
by  the  Bronfmans  in  the  ‘50s  from  the  estate  of  the 
artist’s  son,  Michel  Monet,  one  of  the  boys  in  the  painting. 

Saidye  Bronfman’s  philanthropy  is  well  known  to 
Canadians.  Her  interest  in  the  arts  began  when  she 
became  honorary  patron  of  the  Canada-Israel  Cultural

Foundation.  She  was  patron  of  the  Montreal  Museum  of 
Fine  Arts,  vice-president  of  the  Ladies’  Committee  of  the 
Montreal  Symphony  Orchestra  and  a governor  of  the  Pro 
Musica  Society. 

The.  Saidye  Bronfman  Award  for  Excellence  in  the 
Crafts  is  one  of  the  country’s  richest  annual  arts  prizes 
and  the  Samuel  and  Saidye  Bronfman  Family  Founda- 
tion one  of  the  richest  supporters  of  the  arts  in  Canada. 
In  her  autobiography,  she  wrote  that  the  “communal  and 
cultural  activities  that  absorbed  my  time  ...  in  turn  gave 
me  as  much  as  I gave.”

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Goldie  Spieler 

Ottawa  native-turned-Barbadian  entrepreneur

On  September  27,  at  a gala  mir- 
roring the  Academy  Awards,  the 
accounting  firm  Ernst  & Young 
named  longtime  Barbados  resident 
Goldie  Spieler  ‘Manufacturing  Entre- 
preneur of  the  Year’  for  Barbados  and 
the  Eastern  Caribbean. 

The  moment  was  especially  sweet 
for  the  founder  of  Earthworks,  lead- 
ing manufacturer  of  Barbadian  pot- 
tery. For  the  talented  former  Ottawa 
native-turned-Barbadian  entrepre- 
neur, winning  the  coveted  award  was 
the  high  spot  in  a journey  along  an 
often  rough  - and  always  challenging 

- road. 

Goldie  Spieler,  nee  Leikin,  was 
born  to  Harry  and  the  late  Zena 
Leikin,  66  years  ago  in  Ottawa. 

“I  was  the  first  of  the  children 
born  in  Canada,”  she  explains.  “My 
sisters,  Ethel  and  Libby,  were  born  in 
Russia.  My  younger  sister,  Jo,  and  I 
came  along  later  when  my  father  had 
accumulated  enough  money  to  bring 
my  mother  and  the  two  older  girls 
over.” 

In  those  days,  Harry  Leikin  earned 
his  living  as  a farmer  and,  like  many 
other  local  farmers,  the  Leikins  lived 
on  Baseline  Road  when  Baseline 
Road  was  still  farmland.  “In  winter, 
from  the  front  window  of  our  house, 
we  could  recognize  everyone  coming 
home  along  the  road  by  their  head- 
lights,” Spieler  laughs. 

The  Leikin  offspring  attended  City 
View  Public  School  on  the  corner  now 
occupied  by  the  Merivale  Branch  of 
the  Nepean  Public  Library. 

“We  were  about  50  children  in  that 
little  two-room  school,  all  of  us  from 
farms  in  the  area,  all  of  us  learning 
our  lessons  from  one  teacher  who 
taught  all  eight  grades,”  she  remem- 
bers. 

Spieler  says  two  factors  influenced 
the  person  she  ultimately  became. 
The  first  was  a teacher  who  recog- 
nized her  pupil’s  artistic  talent;  the 
second  was  the  almost  total  isolation 
from  peer  groups  she  experienced  in 
childhood. 

“Because  of  where  we  lived  I had 
few  friends  as  a child  and  little  con- 
tact with  the  Jewish  community,”  she 
says.  “I  was  a reader  and  a dreamer. 
Everyone  wondered  what  would 
become  of  me.  I drew  pictures,  I 
looked  at  clouds.  I loved  darning  and 
knitting.” 

After  high  school,  Spieler  went 
with  her  strength  and  enroled  in 
Toronto’s  Ontario  College  of  Art 
(OAC). 

“I  knew  I could  never  convince  my 
immigrant  parents  to  let  me  study 
drawing  and  painting  because  to 
them  making  a living  was  paramount 

- and  how  could  anyone  make  a living 
drawing  and  painting?”  says  Spieler. 

“So  I told  them  I was  studying 
interior  decorating  but  I was  really 
doing  a straight  design  course  that 


had  drawing  and  painting  in  it  ” 

Following  graduation  from  OAC 
she  returned  home  for  the  summer 
intending  to  start  work  in  Tbronto  in 
the  fall.  But  fate  had  other  plans  in 
store  for  the  aspiring  artist  in  the 
form  of  a transplanted  young  Ameri- 
can, Ted  Spieler,  who  prevailed  on 
her  to  ‘stay’."  She  stayed  and  several 
months  later  they  were  married. 

Spieler’s  artistic  aspirations  were 
put  on  hold  during  the  early  years  of 
their  marriage.  “I  worked  alongside 
Ted  at  Universal  Confectionary  pack- 
ing popcorn  and  peanuts  for  whole- 
saling. It  was  a living  but  very  boring 
for  me." 

Desperately  needing  to  satisfy  her 
creative  yearning,  she  enroled  in 
evening  classes,  soon  becoming  a pro- 
ficient water-color  artist. 

“And,  once  I became  pregnant  with 
David,  the  artist  in  me  really  took 
over,”  she  says.  Ibday,  many  early 
and  subsequent  ‘Spielers’  enhance  the 
interiors  of  Ottawa  residences  as  well 
as  homes  around  the  world. 

When,  10  years  later,  Thd  Spieler 
died  suddenly,  friends  prevailed  on 
the  young  widow  to  join  them  on  a 
holiday  to  Barbados.  That  invitation 
would  change  her  life. 

“I  remember  thinking,  “Where  is 
Barbados  and  why  should  I go 
there?’”  she  says.  But,  go  she  did,  her 
six  year  old  son  in  tow,  and  immedi- 
ately fell  in  love  with  the  tropical 
island  that  was,  for  her,  “free  of  all 
the  tensions  I felt  here." 

After  an  extended  visit  the  follow- 
ing December,  she  sold  her  Ottawa 
home,  stored  her  furniture  and  moved 
to  Barbados  planning  to  remain  for  a 
year.  Sustained  by  the  proceeds  from 
the  sale  of  the  house,  her  late  hus- 
band’s Veteran’s  Allowance  and  Social 
Security,  she  quickly  settled  in  to 
island  life. 

“I  rented  a house,  bought  a second- 
hand car,  took  David  to  school  in  the 
morning  and  then  I went  out  to  paint 
in  the  countryside.  In  those  years  I 
lived  on  $200.  Canadian  a month, 
including  David’s  school  fees,  running 
a car  and  employing  a part-time 


maid,”  Spieler  laughs. 

By  the  end  of  the  first  year  she  was 
teaching  art  in  a high  school  and  real- 
ized she  had  no  desire  to  return  home 
to  Ottawa.  That  was  three  decades 
ago;  this  December,  Spieler  will  cele- 
brate 31  blissful  years  as  a Barbados 
resident. 

“I  went  to  Barbados  to  find  myself, 
but  Barbados  found  me,”  she  says 
simply.  “Barbados  gave  me  the  sense 
of  what  I was  looking  for  and  who  I 
am.” 

During  her  14  years  as  a high 
school  teacher,  Spieler  continued  to 
sell  her  paintings  and,  at  the  same 
time,  maintained  an  abiding  interest 
in  the  local  craftspeople,  especially 
the  potters. 

“I  wanted  to  bring  them  into  the 
20th  century,  to  make  things  that 
could  be  used  in  North  American 
homes.  I realized  the  older  potters 
were  not  training  any  younger  potters 
and  I knew  in  the  not  too  distant 
future  they  would  all  be  gone,”  she 
says. 

Her  gut  feeling  proved  right.  Now, 
some  two  decades  later,  Barbadian 
potters  no  longer  ply  their  craft. 
Instead  Spieler’s  award-winning  com- 
pany, Earthworks,  has  filled  the  void. 

It  was  in  the  late  ‘70s  that  Spieler 
gave  up  teaching  school  completely  to 
indulge  her  interest  in  working  with 
clay. 

“I  still  needed  to  make  a living,  so 
I figured  out  that  if  I could  make  10 
small  items  a week  and  sell  them  for 
$10.  each,  I would  make  $100.  And,  of 
course,  I continued  to  fashion  more 
ambitious  artistic  pieces  on  the  side.” 

Those  10  small  items  a week  were 
the  beginning  of  the  business  that 
became  Earthworks,  a name  Spieler 
happened  upon  in  a ceramics  maga- 
zine. Tbday,  she  and  son,  David,  now  a 
university  graduate,  are  partners  in 
the  growing  enterprise  that  boasts  20 
employees  and  supplies  the  tourist 
industry  in  Barbados  and  a half- 
dozen  Caribbean  islands  with  every- 
thing from  mugs  to  egg  cups  to  giant 
platters.  And,  all  of  them  stamped

Dybbuk 

A Story  Made  in  Heaven 

By  Francine  Prose 
Pictures  by  Mark  Podwal 
Greenwillow  Books  1996 
Unpaged  Ages  5 and  up. 

Although  the  term  dybbuk  (evil  spirit)  does  not  appear 
in  Talmudic  literature,  Jewish  folklore  about  dybbukim 
taking  possession  of  the  living  was  common  in  the  time  of 
the  Second  Temple  and  the  Talmudic  period. 

Theories  about  the  nature  of  dybbukim  abound  as  do 
stories  that  provide  evidence  for  each  theory. 

At  first,  dybbukim  were  thought  to  be  devils  or 
demons.  Later  they  were  regarded  as  spirits  of  dead  per- 
sons who,  through  no  fault  of  their  own,  were  not  proper- 
ly laid  to  rest.  Hence  the  concept  of  the  “restless  dead.” 
Still  later,  borrowing  from  Christianity,  elements  of  rein- 
carnation and  transmigration  of  souls  were  added. 

By  1560,  when  several  detailed  Hebrew  and  Yiddish 
reports  of  possession  were  preserved  and  subsequently 
published,  the  ultimate  theory  was  pronounced.  Dyb- 
bukim were  the  souls  of  dead  people  who  had  committed 
such  enormous  sins  that  their  souls  could  not  even  trans- 
migrate to  hell.  Instead  the  souls  became  “denuded  spir- 
its” forced  to  find  a home  in  the  living  bodies  of  other  peo- 
ple, usually  people  who  had  secretly  also  committed 
major  sins. 

Interestingly,  though  the  term  dybbuk  is  absent  from 
the  Kabbalah  as  well,  the  Kabbalistic  writings  of  the  fol- 
lowers of  the  revered  Rabbi  Isaac  Luria  (1534-1572)  con- 
tain stories  about  dybbukim  and  instructions  for  their 
exorcism  by  pious,  learned  men. 

By  the  17th  century,  stories  about  dybbukim  began  to 
appear  in  the  literature  of  German  and  Polish  Jews.

These  stories  shared  many  of  the  scary  elements  of  Ger- 
man fairy  tales.  Often  a famous  Chassidic  rabbi  was 
called  in  as  an  exorcist. 

Given  this  history,  you  may  wonder  how  a story  about 
a dybbuk  can  be  suitable  for  young  children.  One,  kids  of 
all  ages  love  scary  stories.  Two,  at  all  the  right  moments, 
doses  of  humor  relieve  possible  anxiety.  And  three,  this 
dybbuk  is  neither  a demon  nor  the  soul  of  a dead  person. 
This  dybbuk  is,  quite  literally,  on  the  side  of  the  angels. 

Loosely  based  on  Russian  playwright  S.  Anskys  1918 
play,  The  Dybbuk,  Francine  Prose’s  Dybbuk:  A Story 
Made  in  Heaven  cleverly  weaves  two  legends  and  several 
themes  commonly  found  in  Jewish  folklore  into  a warm, 
funny,  slightly  scary,  old-worldly  whole. 

Fittingly  for  a story  about  a relocating  spirit,  a dose  of 
ambivalence  is  one  aspect  of  the  storytelling.  The  story 
takes  place  somewhere  in  the  East  European  Pale  of  Set- 
tlement. We  don’t  know  exactly  where  or  exactly  when. 
Words  and  pictures  hint  that  it  may  be  happening  in  a 
Chassidic  shtetl.  Though  maybe  it’s  a more  usual  Jewish 
shtetl. 

As  with  many  shtetl  stories  - think  of  Fiddler  on  the 
Roof  - the  critical  problem  is  whom  Leah,  the  fair  maid- 
en of  Chopski,  will  marry.  Her  choice  is  Chonon,  a poor 
scholar  from  Klopski  reknowned  for  his  powerful  sneezes. 
Her  parents’  choice  is  rich  “Mean  Old  Benya.” 

What  none  of  them  know,  however,  is  that  forty  days 
before  Leah  and  Chonon  were  bom,  angels  had  fated 
them  for  each  other.  Beshert  (predestined)! 

Leah’s  parents  resort  to  trickery.  Heartbroken, 
Chonon  returns  to  Klopski  and  Leah  agrees  to  marry 
Benya.  The  grandest  wedding  is  about  to  take  place 
when,  suddenly,  the  bride  is  possessed.  She  sounds  dif- 
ferent, looks  different  and  she’s  sneezing  up  a storm. 

A dybbuk,  proclaims  the  Grand  Rabbi  of  Chopski. 
Exorciser  extraordinaire,  Rabbi  Pinchik,  is  summoned.  A 
magic  circle  is  formed.  Black  shofars  blown.  Black  can- 
dles lit.  Magic  words  said.  All  in  vain. 

Leah  sneezes  and  sneezes  and  sneezes  until  her  par- 
ents capitulate.  Chonon  is  summoned.  His  voice,  looks 
and  sneezes  are  restored  to  him.  And  the  wedding  made 
in  heaven  takes  place.

Versatile  salmon  is  delicious  all  year  round 


I love  salmon  at  any  time  of  the  year  and  am  always 
trying  out  new  ways  to  prepare  it.  I often  make  extra  so 
that  we  can  eat  it  cold  with  a salad  the  next  day.  Here  are 
three  new  ways  to  prepare  salmon.  Enjoy! 

Ginger  Lime  Marinated  Salmon 

1/4  cup  olive  oil 
1/2  cup  soy  sauce 

1/2  cup  frozen  limeade  concentrate 
1 tbsp  fresh  rosemary,  finely  chopped 
1 tbsp  fresh  ginger,  grated

2 1 1/2  lb  salmon  fillets, 
cut  into  pieces  or  8 salmon  steaks 
Freshly  ground  pepper  to  taste 

Remove  any  visible  bones  from  salmon  using  tweezers. 
Mix  together  all  of  the  marinade  ingredients.  Add  the 
salmon  and  refrigerate  for  30-45  minutes.  Barbecue  on 
the  grill  for  about  5 minutes  on  each  side  or  until  the 
flesh  just  flakes  when  tested  with  a fork  or  broil  until 
done. 

Honey  Garlic  Marinated  Salmon 

1/4  cup  oil 
1/3  cup  soy  sauce 

1 tbsp.  lemon  juice 
4 cloves  garlic,  finely  chopped 

2 tbsp  fresh  ginger, 
finely  chopped 

1 tbsp  honey 

2 2 lb  salmon  fillets  or  8 salmon  steaks 
Mix  all  ingredients  except  for  salmon.  Remove  any  vis- 
ible bones  in  the  salmon  fillets  by  pulling  them  out  with 
tweezers.  Marinate  salmon  for  15-30  minutes.  Broil  or 
barbecue  until  it  flakes  easily  with  a fork.

1/2  cup  ketchup

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Mission  to  Baku  stirs  emotions 


When  a group  of  Canadians 
recently  travelled  thousands  of 
miles  to  the  former  Soviet 
Union  to  meet  the  Jews  of 
Baku,  Azerbaijan,  what 
they  saw  profoundly 
affected  them. 

The  special  mission 
was  organized  by  Unit- 
ed Israel  Appeal  of 
Canada,  which  through 
local  Federation  cam- 
paigns, funds  the  rescue 
of  Jews  living  in  unstable 
parts  of  the  world,  primarily 
the  former  Soviet  Union.  Since 
1989,  the  UIA  -funded  Jewish 
Agency  has  brought  800,000 
Jewish  men,  women  and  chil- 
dren to  Israel  to  begin  new 
lives. 

Participants  from  across 
Canada  visited  Jewish  Agency 
summer  camps,  Hebrew  class- 
es for  children  and  adults  plan- 
ning to  make  aliyah  and"youth 
clubs  with  year-long  cultural 
programs.  The  group  also  jour- 
neyed to  the  remote  village  of 
Kuba  where  5,000  Jews  contin- 
ue to  live  much  the  same  way 
their  ancestors  did  hundreds  of 
years  ago. 

This  is  the  most  dramatic 
way  to  show  members  of  our 
community  how  UIA  dollars  are 
being  spent,"  said  UIA  Canada 
President  Harvey  Wolfe.  This 
is  my  fourth  trip  to  the  FSU," 
added  Wolfe,  "and  I continue  to 
be  inspired  by  the  remarkable 
accomplishments  and  sacrifice 
of  the  Jewish  Agency  emis- 
saries." 

“Seeing  children  singing 
Hebrew  songs  and  performing 
Israeli  dances  at  the  summer 
camp  outside  Baku  made  me 
realize  my  contribution  is  being 
well  spent,"  observed  Bonnie 
Loewith  from  Hamilton.  "It 
made  me  feel  like  a part  of 
Jewish  history  in  the  making." 

The  spirit  of  the  children  is 
unbelievable,"  noted  Montreal's 
Rosalyn  Wolfe.  "For  many  it  is 
their  first  positive  encounter 
with  Judaism  and  Israel  - and 
the  first  step  toward  aliyah.” 

"I  didn’t  expect  to  see  what  I 
saw,”  recounted  Mendy  Sharf 
of  Toronto.  “But  it  became 
clearer  than  ever  that  we  must 
get  as  many  people  out  while 
we  have  the  opportunity. 
Tomorrow  might  be  too  late.” 

“I  am  so  proud  that  we, 
Canadian  Jews,  are  able  to  be 
such  an  integral  part  of  all  that 
is  taking  place,  including  the 
reawakening  of  Jewishness  in 


the  hearts,  souls  and  minds  of 
the  people  of  the  FSU," 
explained  Montreal’s  Stan- 
ley Plotnick,  president  of 
Federation  CJA.  On  the 
second  leg  of  the  mis- 
sion, the  group  met 
with  hundreds  of 
recent  olim  from  the 
FSU  learning  to  adapt 
to  Israeli  society  with 
the  guidance  and  sup- 
port of  Jewish  Agency 
absorption  centres. 

“Our  participants  had  the 


chance  to  see  both  sides 
of  the  remarkable 
process  from  the  very 
beginning  to  the  ulti- 
mate goal  of  arriv- 
ing in  Israel," 
explained  Steve 
Ain,  executive 
vice-president  of 
UIA,  Canada.  “It 
made  the  whole 
story  of  aliyah  a 
reality.” 


Jewish  Agency  moves 


mountain  Jews 


For  the  mountain  Jews  liv- 
ing in  the  former  Soviet  repub- 
lic of  Azerbaijan,  life  is  difficult 
and  full  of  uncertainty.  Thanks 
to  the  heroic  efforts  of  the  Jew- 
ish Agency  for  Israel,  funded 
by  United  Israel  Appeal 
through  UJA/CJA  campaigns, 
they  are  not  struggling  alone. 

Since  1989,  the  Jewish 
Agency  has  helped  more  than 
27,000  Jews  make  aliyah  to 
Israel  from  the  Muslim  repub- 
lic, but  the  26,000  who  still 
remain  are,  at  best,  barely 
earning  a living. 

“It's  a terrible  situation," 
explains  Baruch  Gur,  UlA's 
emissary  to  Toronto  and  the 
architect  of  Operation  Exodus 
which  brought  800,000  Jews 
from  the  FSU  and  other  unsta- 
ble regions  to  Israel.  These 
people  can't  find  steady  work 
and  those  who  do  start  small 
businesses  are  finding  paying 
customers  scarce.”  The  aver- 
age monthly  salary  is  a mere 
$30.00. 

Political  uncertainty  is 
also  a factor  leading  to 
the  Jewish  emigra- 
tion. "In  the  last  six 
years  Azerbaijan 
has  had  two  revo- 
lutions, a civil  war, 
a major  war  with 
Armenia  and  four 
presidents,"  notes 
Gur.  “While  the  pre- 
sent government  is 
allowing  Jews  to  leave, 
who  knows  what  will  hap- 
pen next  year,  or  next 
month  for  that  matter?" 

Jewish  life  is  sus- 
tained, in  large  part, 


through  the  work  of  Jewish 
Agency  emissaries  and  staff. 
Although  there  are  three  syna- 
gogues in  Baku  and  two  in  the 
remote  village  of  Kuba  where 
some  5,000  Jews  live,  Jewish 
Agency  summer  camps, 
Hebrew  classes  and  youth 
groups  are  where  Jewish  cul- 
ture thrives  in  Azerbaijan 
today. 

"Our  main  goal,"  explains 
David  Nir,  the  man  in  charge  of 
Jewish  Agency  operations  in 
Baku,  is  to  get  the  children  out. 
There  is  no  future  for  them 
here,"  he  said  in  an  interview 
from  his  Baku  office. 

“By  engaging  the  youth  and 
exposing  them  to  Jewish  cul- 
ture and  Israel  we  create  a 
lasting  connection  that  draws 
many  to  make  aliyah.” 

The  Naaleh  16  program, 
which  offers  16-year-olds  three 
years  of  study  in  Israel,  is  cur-

rently  the  most 
successful  aliyah 
program.  Since  its 
start,  in  1994, 
more  than  97%  of 
the  5,000 

teenagers  who  par- 
ticipated in  Naaleh 
16  have  stayed  perma- 
nently in  Israel.  More 
than  35%  of  their  parents 
have  joined  them. 

The  quality  of  these  young 
people  is  remarkable," 
notes  Steve  Ain,  execu- 
tive vice-president  of 
UIA  Canada.  They 
represent  the  creme 
de  la  creme  of 
Jewish  youth  - 
they  are  indeed 
the  best  and  the 
brightest." 

Each  month 
between  200  and 
250  Jews  make 
aliyah  from  Azerbai- 
jan, either  as  families  or 
as  individuals  through 
Jewish  Agency  programs.

New  OJCF  policy  encourages

The  purpose  of  the  Ottawa  Jewish 
Community  Foundation  is  to  support 
the  financial  needs*  of  local  beneficiary 
agencies.  The  Foundation  is  an  endow- 
ment fund  supported  by  tax  deductible 
donations.  The  funds  are  invested  in 
perpetuity;  only  the  net  income  is  dis- 
tributed annually  to  our  beneficiary 
agencies. 

In  order  to  encourage  participation  by 
a broader  base  of  donors,  a resolution 
was  passed  at  a recent  board  of  directors 
meeting  making  the  establishment  of  an 
endowment  fund  more  accessible  to 
younger  community  members. 

It  was  unanimously  resolved  that 
donors  aged  40  and  under  need  only 
make  an  initial  contribution  to  the 
Foundation  of  $500,  as  compared  to  the 
regular  $1,000.  The  fund  could  be 
named  after  either  the  donor  or  a loved 
one,  also  40  years  of  age  or  younger. 

So  how  does  the  40  and  under 
establish  a fund?  Simple. 

• Donate  a minimum  of  $500  and  get 
a tax  receipt. 

• Sign  an  endowment  agreement 
with  the  Foundation. 

Make  some  contributions 
and  get  more  tax  receipts. 

• Once  a fund  is  established,  contri- 
butions can  be  made  for  any  amount  at 
any  time.  Cards,  for  specific  occasions, 
can  be  sent  in  recognition  of  a contribu- 


tion. These  monies  will  be  added  to  the 
designated  fund. 

Decide  how  to  spend  the  interest 
from  your  investment. 

• The  party  that  establishes  the  fund 
has  the  privilege  of  allocating  the  gener- 
ated income  to  the  charity  or  charities  of 
choice,  during  his  or  her  lifetime.  The 
only  restriction  is  that  the  recipient 
charity  must  have  a Canadian  Registra- 
tion Number  for  Revenue  Canada.  The 
Foundation  encourages  that  recipient 
charities  be  among  the  Ottawa  Jewish 
Community’s  beneficiary  agencies. 


The  Ottawa  Jewish  Community 
Foundation  manages  approximately 
$7.5  million  in  assets  and  has  more  than 
$8  million  in  deferred  gifts.  The  OJCF

Swiss  banks  Nazi  gold  scandal  and  the 
latest  developments  in  that  shameful 
story.  The  Hy  Hochberg  Memorial  Lec- 
ture at  1:30  pm  will  be  presented  by  John 
Loftus.  Loftus,  a former  prosecutor  in  the 
American  Justice  Department’s  Nazi  War 
Crimes  Unit,  has  become  a powerful  cru- 
sader against  fascism  and  a defender  of 
Israel,  writing  numerous  articles  and 
books  exposing  the  relationships  between 
fascists  and  the  western  powers.  These 
books  include  Unholy  Trinity  and  T he 
Secret  War  Against  the  Jews. 

At  the  same  time,  the  JCC  will  present 
a special  family  experience.  Marvell  Gins- 
berg, author  of  The  Tattooed  Torah,  has 
created  a moving  account  of  the  Holo- 
caust in  terms  that  can  be  understood  by
